SCHOOL REPORT. 


The Superintending School Committee for the past year respect- 
fully submits the following Report to the Town. 


Dist. No. 1.—The Summer School, by Miss Crara M. Learnanrp. 
The school during the term was small, and the scholars mostly 
young in years. The teacher manifested commendable interest in 

er employment, and the discipline of the school and the progress in 
the different branches was very satisfactory. 

The Winter Term, by Miss Marrna T. Learnarp. The prelimi- 
nary examination of the teacher evinced her, in a literary point of 
view, well qualified for her task. Advances in the different studies 
pursued were very perceptible, especially arithmetic and geography, 
and it is with great pleasure the Committee is able to make the fol- 
lowing extract from her report: ‘‘'The people in the district felt 
interested in the school, and gave me their hearty co-operation.” 
Perhaps a little stricter discipline might not have been amiss. 


Distr. No. 2.—Miss Harrie L. Jones, teacher. There was but one 
term of this school, commencing in autumn and extending into the 
winter. This teacher has secured an enduring reputation in other 
P aces, and is earnest, energetic and faithful. It is remarked 

the Rev. Mr. Holmes, who, in the unavoidable absence of the 
Committee, visited the school at the close, ‘that the examination 
of this school was one of deep interest. Her way of teaching spell-

ing gives marked success, The progress in learning to write 
deserves commendation, Where a school is so successiul as this, 
we want more of it.” 


Dist. No. 3.—The Summer Scliocl, by Miss L. Juennne Iuntron. 
The success of this teacher, as usual, has been all we could wish. 
Her quiet and methodical habits are, we think, to.a great extent, 
imitated by her pupils, and in a large school, mostly of small schol- 
ars, we noticed but slight exceptions to a state of order at once thor- 
ough and complete. ILer methods of instruction are very judicious 
nnd happy, and if comparisons were not invidious we would say 


that she bas not her equal for teaching mental arithmetic among the | 


teachers in town. 

The Winter School, by the same teacher. ‘* This school appeared 
very quiet. All, from the older to the younger, attentive and respect- 
ful, and there was evidence of much improvement.” 


Dist. No. 4.—The Summer School, by Miss Errex M. Prxerer. 
Miss Pingree was evidently desirous of doing her best for the im- 
provement of her pupils, and the school indicated progress during 
the term. The order at the closing examination was good, with 
some trifling exceptions, and the Committee was glad to notice a 
large number of the inhabitants of the district and others present. 

The Winter School, by Mr. Frank F. Deannorn, and was his first 
experience, ** The scholars at the closing examination were in ex- 
cellent order. The teacher was composed, and showed himself both 
apt to teach and apt to govern. All the classes did well, but the one 
in grammar and the one in mental arithmetic were more than usu- 
ally prompt to answer.” Mr. Dearborn isa young gentleman of 
exemplary morals and agreeable manners, and the best wishes of 
the Committee attend him in his future efforts in this direction. 


Dist. No. 5.—The Summer School, by Miss Sorpmronta W. San- 
Born. Thisschool wassmall. The Committee visited it at its close 
and was of the opinion that it had profited during the term. Some 
of the classes, particularly those in reading and arithmetic, had made 
decided advances. The order, so far as we noticed, was good. 

The Winter School, by Miss Lizzi S. Hazrerron. At the close, 
out of a school of 16-scholars, we found but six present, and from 
this small number it was quite impossible for us to judge of the state 
and progress of the school during the term. 


Distr. No. 6.—The Summer School, by Miss Laura A. Monrgom- 
Ery, and was her first experience in teaching. Though the progress 
of the school was not so marked as in former years, she accomplished 
perhaps all that could reasonably be expected of a beginner. The 
order at the closing examination was good. ) 

The Winter Term, by Miss Nevurr 8S. Eaton. The above remarks 
in relation to the summer term of this school may be applied to the 
winter also. It was the first attempt of the teacher, and _ her suc- 
cess, under the circumstances, was perhaps all that could reasonably 
be required. Very good order preyailed at the examination. 
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“Dist. No. 7.—The Summer School, by Miss M. A. Concorp. *The 
bbpearadte of this school at the close evinced careful instriction on 
the part of the teacher. Several of the classes, particularly in read- 
ing and geography, did themselves and their teacher much credit, and 
the scho generally made commendable advances during the term. 

The Winter School, by Miss Nancy M. Everson. The Commit- 
tee visited this school twice while it was in progress. Some dissat- 
isfaction with the’teacher arising in the district, the school closed at 
the end of five weeks without an examination. 


Distr. No. 8.—The Summer School, by Miss Mary F. Pryerer, 
and was her first experience. The manner in which Miss Pingree 
first enters on her duties as a teacher is, we think, an earnest of her 
future suecess. Iler method of instruction is systematic and thor- 
ough for a beginner, and she possesses a good degree of tact and 
skill in government. The closing examination was very satisfactory. 

The Winter School, by Miss Saran A. Batu. We were interested 
in the closing examination of this schoel. Much improvement in 
several branches was observable, especially in arithmetic and the 
use of the blackboard, and the visitors were gratified with several 
choice specimens of declamation from the pupils. 


REMARKS. 


Prudential committees sustain a most iimportant relation to our 
schools, and should exert themselves at the outset to secure the sery- 
ices of first-rate teachers. If you would enjoy the advantages of 
good schools, obtain if possible, teachers of reputation, and known 
falent and aptness to teach and goyern; and such may generally be 
found if sought in season. A false step in this particular will often 
destroy the usefulness of a school for a whole term. 

Among the most prominent causes that hinder the due improve- 
ment of our schools, the Committee would mention irregular attend- 
ance on the part of the scholars. At no time, we think, is there an 
average attendance of more than three- fourths the whole number on 
the teachérs’ lists. ‘This habit has a tendency not only to produce 
carelessness and lack of interest on the part of those who practice it, 
but seriously to retard the progress of those who attend constantly. 

It is the opinion of the Committee that a great variety of different 
stuidies in the common schools, tends to superficial acquirements in 
the fundamental and more important branches. Teachers should 
generally devote the most of their time to reading, writing, spelling, 
arithmetic, geography and grammar. Other branches, though they 
may sometimes be profitably pursued to a certain extent, are more 
appropriate to the High School and Academy. 

In teaching penmanship, a branch that does not receive its due 
share of attention in most of our schools, teachers should commence 
with copies of large letters, filling out the space between two ruled 
lines in the writing book, and gradually diminishing to the size of 
the common running, or business hand. 

As it is impossible to condense into the form of a short report a 
tithe even, of the information it is desirable to impart om the subject 
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of our schools, the Committee would earnestly request parents and 3 
“.others frequently to visit them, and by personal inspection make 

themselves familiar with their condition. And, above all, to form 

such habits of friendship and intimacy with the teachers as will ena- 

ble them to ‘see eye to eye” while together they perform the 

responsible duty of training the youth of our country.
